AND HIS RECORD. 

Four years ago, Gen. Lieb, a political bankrupt 
and adventurer, who had been engaged in bull- 
dozing both great parties in pursuit of office and 
laziness, was indacted into the Clerkship of Cook 
County. His elevation to the office was purely ac- 
cidental, growing out of the peculiar complications 
incident to the campaign of the People’s party 
against the Temperance radicals. Having once 
anchored himself in the softly-cushioned chair of 
office, his mind gently turned to thoughts of how 
he should retain possession; for, like the genuine 
officeholder, Lieb will never resign. To make 
political capital for himself be has been 
in the habit of periodically inflicting on the 
reading public reports of the condition of his 
office, and how his management compared with 
that of the previous administration. He laid great 
stress on the werd economy. He spelled it out 
in big letters; and, as the average reader glided 
through hie plausible reports, there appeared on 
the face of the figures a financial improvement in 
the running of the office. Somebody once remark - 
ed that res won't lie; but the author of that 
trite saying lived previous to the era of 
Spencer, Myers, and Lieb. The valorous General 
has a happy faculty of dealing only with totais; he 
scorns items; and the manner ju which he displays 
nis aguregates is, to use a phrase borrowed from 
the now t banknote detector. well calca- 
lated to deceive.”

than the State Department of Illinois. Lieb, in 
his defense, published and distributed withont 
money and without price a circular. m which he 
endeavored to explain how his office wasran. He 
claimed that the work had increased, and cites the 
fact that the tax-books had increased from 219 iu 
1873 to 314 m 1876. During the latter year the 
expenses of the office were $78,230.98, an excess 
of only $2, 371. 90 as compared with the cost of the 
office to the taxpayersin 1873. The second point 
raised by him is that, because the greater part of 
the work must be done within a certain time, he is 
compelled to engage a larger clerical force. In 
mitigation of any further change, he pleads that 
he does not fix the salaries; and admits that a vast 
amount of labor could be dispensed with. There 
isno doubt but what the work of the office has 
grown 4 vy with the growth of the 
city and county, but Mr. Lieb forgets to state tnat 
the salaries of clerical labor are much lower now 
than they were in 1873.

A large saving has been effected by At- 


| torney-General Devens in the expense of 


transporting and feeding convicts sentenced 
in the District of Columbia. Ever since the 
Washington Penitentiary was torn down 
during the War, in order to admit of an en- 
largement of the Arsenal grounds, prisoners 
have been transported to the New York Pen- 
itentiary at Albany at a cost cf $50 each, 
and dicted ata cost of 25 cents each per 
day. Judge Devens has just contracted 
with the Maryland Penitentiary at Baltimore 
to keep the convicts at I cents per day, 
while the cost of transportation is reduced to 
$3 each. The United States Government 
is more fortunate in this respect than Cook 
County, which pays 35 cents a day for the 
dieting of prisoners in a jail of its own 
maintenance, and the officers and/employes 
of which are paid out of the County Treasury. 
But then the United States Government is 
not managed by a Ring—which explains the 
difference. 


Still another version of the Grant-Sumwyer 
quarrel is given to the world. Maj. Ben: 
Preriey Poonx. the veteran newspaper corre- 
spondent, who was a guest at Mr. Scmyrr’s 
house at the time of the misunderstanding, 
and heard the conversation which occurred 
on the cecasion of the President’s visit to 
Mr. Suumx, contributes his recollection of 
what then occurred.

THE DEMOCRATIC TICKET. 
The Democratic Convention of yesterday 
responded to the best hopes of those who 
wanted the success of the Republican ticket 
assured: it surrendered, for the most part, 
into the hands of the professional office- 
seokers who have been plotting for months 
for its control: ‘The character of the Con- 
vention may be fairly estimated from the 
statement that Lin was nominated by ac- 
clamation for County Clerk; he ruled the 
Convention and secured the indorsement of 
his Irish protege, Tom Lyncu, for County 
Treasurer.

Lynoa is a distiller, 
or has been, and has acquired large means 
in that business, according to report, which 
he is now willing to euiploy for political pre- 
ferment, or rather risk with a view to reim- 
bursement out of the emoluments of the 
County Treasurer's office. The combination 
between Lyncu and Lies resembles very 
closely that Irish-German coalition of 1873 
which resulted so disastrously to the city. , 
For the County Commissioners the Con- 
vention has failed to present names that will 
be instantly recognized as a guarantee of 
honesty and good faith; and whatever the 
individual merits of two or three of the can- 
didates may be, the people cannot take the 
risk of obscurity and uncertainty when there is 
another ticket on which all five of the candi- 
dates for the County Board are gentlemen of 
acknowledged character, and universally 
known to be worthy of confidence. The 
Democratic nominees are Aborrn Schon 
NINGER and WAA M. Tureman, from the 
North Side; Joux M. Dunpzy and CARS 
Tian CaSssRLMAx, from the West Side; and 
Tomas Hoax, from the country. Txomas 
Hocan is understood to be a Constable in 
Hyde Park. The only notable feature about 
the Commissioners named is the faithfuiness 
with which the foreign know-nothing pro- 
gramme has been carried out. 
In the nomination of Judges the Conven- 
tion was hardly more fortunate. Mr. Henry 


Judge. We regret to say that the can- 
didate, Mr. Jo rn E. Surrn, nominated 
for County Judge is not altogether 
the same kind of man. His public 


life in this city has been limited tg service 
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at the last session of the State Legislature. 
His record there is mainly that of a labored 
defense of the corrupt Board of County 
Commissioners and a successful defeat of

During the whole 
proceeding he was the most determined op- 
ponent of the law-and-order party. Even 
after the conspirators were routed, Mr. 
Hares, as a member of the Town Board, 
has been ready with his vote to approve all 
the old and questionable claims which the 
Ring has set up against thetown.

The judiciary of this county has always 
been composed of nonorable men, whose 
personal and official character has been above 
question.

DON CAMERON’S LITTLE JOB. 

And now it appears that it was not the 
Pennsylvania delegation who set up a job on 
Secretary Evarts in the matter of nominat- 
ing a Minister to England, but it was Don 
Cameron who set up a job on the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation in the interests of his ven- 
erable father. As the story now runs, Don 
Cameron, having heard that Secretary Ev- 
arts had promised the English mission to 
Pennsylvania, decided to do a fine stroke of 
work for Susom.

One or 
two gentlemen talked timidly around 
McMicuszgn, and MacVeacu. Then one of 
Don's stool-pigeons nominated Sniox Cam- 
ox. Another rose and enumerated his 
virtues and his qualitications, and then Dox 
arose and would like to know if Stool-Pigeon 
No. 1 meant to nominate Smaon Cameron, 
and Stool-Pigeon No. 1 intimated he did, 
and then Stool-Pigeon No. 2 seconded it. 
The beaming Down desired to know if any one 
had an objection to Siwon Cameron. Could 
any Pennsylvania Republican have an ob- 
jection to him? Did not every member 
of the delegation have his coat-tail pockets 
full of appointments that Don might strangle 
in the Senate if they went back on Sron ? 
Of course, no one had any objection... They 
took the pill and they swallowed it. And 
that is the way Don Cameron played it upon 
the Pennsylvania delegation, but also de- 
feated his venerable father, for now the 
President, who had no hand in this small 
business and has a way of his own of doing 
things, will not only ignore Smron Cannon, 
but the whole State of Pennsylvania, and, as 
likely as not, give it to some damned 
literary feller” from New Jersey or Rhode 
Island.

people of France as expressed in the recent 
election. That election was thorough and 
decisive, and the people won their victory 
against most fearful odds. They fought 
against the whole machinery of the Govern- 
ment, resisted its blandishments, and were 
unawed by its threats. They had to contend 
against the official class, which in France in- 
cludes local as well as national officials. 
They had to encounter the subtle but power- 
ful influence of the clericals of all grades, 
from the Cardinal Archbishop down to the 
village cure,—an army 50,000 strong, —oper- 
ating in every city, town, and village, from 
its head-centre at Rome, and bringing ‘its 
power to bear in the church, the school, and 
the home. If tho people of this coun- 
try had to contend in a general elec- 
tion with all the officials in the Ad- 
ministration, with members of Congress, 


with State officers, Mayors, Sheriffs, Bailiffs, 


Constables, policemen, ministers, school- 
masters, and army officers, they would stand 
exactly in the position of the French peo- 
ple. The army was against them, so far as 
the Marshal was able to manipulate it. The 
purse and the sword antagonized them. 
Even the universities and other seats of 
learning were either subsidized or silenced. 


The cunning and unprincipled schemer, M. 


Fourtou, who had engineered the coup 
@etat for Louis Napozzon and planned ‘bis 
statecraft, brought all the machinery of the 
Interior Department to bear upon every 
Prefect in France and set them actitely at 
work for MacManon. They arrested promi- 
nent Republicans, suppressed their news- 


papers, and stopped the circulation of 


their documents and speeches. They 
raised the cry of Radicalism, Fourierism, 
and Communism. against their opponents. 
The Imperalists, both branches of the Roy- 
alists, and the Conservatives, banded together 
against the people, and had the powerful in- 
fluence of MacManon’s name to help them. 
Never did a party go into an election in 
France or any other country with such a 
show for success, and never was a party 
more emphatically beaten. The Republicans 
had over a million majority in an enormously 
full vote,—a vote of over eight millions, 
which is larger than used to be cast when 
Alsace and Lorraine belonged to France. 
Instead of the Government gaining control 
of the Assembly, the people have about 120 
majority im the Chamber, which, in propor- 
tion to the number of members, would be

equivalent to about seventy majority in our 
House of Representatives. Such a majotity 
in this country would be considered over- 
whelming. Instead of bowing to this em- 
phatic expression of popular sentiment, 
Marshal MacManow has decided to defy it. 
Having packed the Senate with men who 
misrepresent the popular will, he pro- 
poses to send the budget from it to 
the Chamber. If the Chamber votes a 
want of confidence, he will dissolve 
it, place the country in a state of siege, and 
order another election in April, thus abso- 
lutely setting the civil laws aside for six 
months. Under the operation of martial 
law he will be clothed with well-nigh abso- 


‘lute power, and by the arrest and banish- 


ment of the Republican leaders, the sup- 
pression of their papers and meetings, and 
the institution of a reign of terror, make a 
Republican success impossible next spring. 
It now remains to be seen to what extent 
the people of France will endure this kind of 
despotism, and to what extent Marshal Mac- 
Manon can use the army. The French peo- 
ple in times past have resisted tyrants for 
less cause than this, and the revolution has 
sprung from smaller beginnings, even. when 
the people knew that the entire army was 
against them. In this instance it is uncer- 
tain how far MacManon can rely upon an 
army reorganized since the war and largely 
made up of young mevof Republican pro- 
clivities, thousands of whom must have voted 
the Republican ticket at the recent election. 
The situation is not at all relieved by the 
results of the election. There is but one 
way in which France can have assurance of 
peace. Marshal MacManon must submit to 
the,sitmation or step down and out,” and 
make room for a President who will obey 
the will of the majority of the people, and 
there are not wanting many circumstances 
that render this an imperative duty. He 
was never elected President by the French 
people, but by an Assembly that came to- 
gether during the panic of Prussian invasion, 
and he has held his office by sufferance for 
the sake of peace. He: is therefore in no 
sense the President of the French people, 
who want a republic. He has never repre- 
sented the real sentiment of the people, but 
has usurped functions which do not belong 
to a President. It would be a graceful thing 
for him to resign the Presidency at any time. 
In view of that, the least he can do 1s to sub- 
mit to the will of the people who allow him, 
for the sake of peace, to hold a position to 
which they did not elect him.

A POLITICAL INJUNCTION. 

There is no phase of the judicial power 
that has been so much misused as that of 
granting injunctions on ez parte applications. 
The exercise of this power is particularly 
menacing in cases of a political nature, and 
should then be confined to the most narrow 
limits. All this is not merely true in the ab- 
stract, but was abundantly demonstrated in 
New York City, when the Courts became the 
creatures of the Twrzp gang and the Erie 
Ring, and when injunctions were the favorite 
methods for working out the purposes of the 
most vicious combinations. It is a matter 
of considerable surprise that Judge Moon 
should have granted an injunction on the 
application of Lirz, Horx, Movs, and 
Miiziarp, the removed Park Commussioners, 
restraining Messrs. WIoox, Wx, Woop, 
and Bnaxxockx, the newly-appointed Com- 
missioners, from entering the offices to 
which the Governor has assigned them. No 
one suspects that Judge Moorz has been 
actuated by any private or improper 


motives in granting this injunction, but he 


has manifestly overstepped his proper au- 
thority in this interference with the consti- 
tutional right of the Govértior, ‘tipott'ar ht 
allegations, and has set a precedent which 
his judgment should have condemned as cal- 
culated to encourage all sorts of political 
barnacles, cliques, and rings to defy the law- 
ful authority or the publie will by er parte 
proceedings. 

The legal aspect of the case is very clear 
and simple. The Constitution empowers the 
Governor to remove the Park Commissioners 
for ‘‘incompetency, neglect of duty, or mal- 
feasance in office,” as in case of all other officers 
whom he may appoint under the law. In re- 
moving Messrs. Ln, Houpen, MxlLaRD, and 
Movs, he stated expressly that he did so be- 
cause these persons do not possess the kind 
of qualifications that are necessary to the 
discharge of the duties of said office” of 
Park Commissioner. This is an unequivocal 
allegation of incompetency. It is difficult to 
believe that Judge Moons has granted the 
injunction upon the quibble that the 
Governor did not use the word “ incom- 
petency,” because that would be trifling. 
and Judge Moorz would scarcely enable a 
lot of tenacious ejected officeholders to cling 
to places, and deprive their lawful successors 
of their rights, on a mere verbal sophism. 
But it is almost as difficult to concede that 
Judge Moore believes these hold-on office- 
holders may claim a trial before a jury of 
their peers,” and thus be adjudged ingom- 
petent, before the Governor can remove 
them. This would be a novel and remark- 
able construction of the appointing and re- 
moving power vested in the Governor by 
the Constitution. Were such the purpose of 
the Constitution, it would have been ex 
plicitly stated, becanse this would be an 
innovation requiring express instractions. 
In the absence of such a definition of the 
power of removal and appointment, and in 
providing that the Governor may remove for 
certain causes, the Constitution manifestly 
makes him the sole judge when such 
causes exist, and authorizes him to 
act upon his own judgment. He as 
Governor in this case adjudged Messrs. Lirr, 
Horx, Miziarp, and Muvus to be incom- 
petent, said so very plainly in his order re- 
moving them, and left these individuals no 
course to pursue under a proper administra- 
tion of the law except to retire and turn 
their offices oversto their lawfully-appointed 
successors. 

The purpose of the removed Commission- 
ers in suing out thie injunction on e parte 
statements is entitled to no respect what- 
ever. Every man who seeks to retain a pub- 
lic office after he has Jost his legal title to it 
subjects himself to grave suspicion and pop- 
ular distrust. The West Park Board had got 
into a snarl, and it became notorious that the 
Board as constituted was incapable to longer 
serve the public interests. There were two 
factions, each containing incompetent and 
improper men, and if the Governor had 
espoused the cause of either one or the 
other he would have been the means of con- 
tinuing the contention, Certain members 
had resigned, and, upon investiga- 
tion, he found others incompetent, and 
removed them, thus making a clean sweep 
of the old Board. If these persons had been 
moved by pubiic considerations (for there is 
no legitimate pay attached to he olaces) to 
accept the offices in the first plax, iuv same 
considerations would have induced them to 
vacate the offices when the Governor re- 

them. Failing to do so, they may 
fairly be suspected of personal and private | 


considerations in the whole affair. There was 
therefore no ground for sympathy which 
will excuse Judge Moons in straining his 
authority in the one-sided proceedings to 
enable these barnacles to hold on to offices 
from which they have been removed. It is 
reported that the newly-appointed Commis- 
sioners had no notice or knowledge that 
such an application would be made, so that 
they might have objected or been heard 
giving reasons why it should not be granted.

The gross total of losses for the nine 
months of 1877 is thus shown to be nearly 
$80,000,000, and for the same peridd of 1876 
about $55,000,000. The excess of losses in 
1877 over 1876 is therefore about $25,000,000. 
A large part of this excess is due to the St. 
John fire, which is included in the item for 
June in the year 1877. The losses to insur- 
ance companies in the United States have in- 
creased during the same period $1,616,600, 
and in Canada $6,721,300. The losses by 
specials burned in the United States have in- 
creased $5,494,500, and in Canada 
$7,587,900. Insurance companies doing 
business in the States sustained by 
this class of risks an increased loss of 
$2,069,400, and companies doing business in 
Canada an increased loss of $3,813,600. 
Losses,resulting by the Pittsburg and other 
fires from the riots are included under 
the returns for July. It is a noticea- 
ble fact that the returns for September of 
this year, in which no fire of special magni- 
tude occurred, show an excess in total losses 
of more than $1,000,000 over last year, 
and an increase in insurance losses of 
51, 800, 900. The number of fires during the 
nine months of 1877 was 7,728, an average 
about of one fire every fifty minutes, and 
the specials burned during the same period 
number 4,030.” The number of fires in 
September, 1877, was 847; in September, 
1876, the number was 715. A great part of 
the increase in losses is attributed by the 
Chronicle to careless insurance, and the con- 
sequent neglect of ordinary precautions by 


property-owners. 
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NATIONAL SAVINGS BOND. 

Senator WaLLAck, of Pennsylvania, has 
introduced a bill in the Senate, which bill is 
thus described : 

The bill directs the Secret xy of the Treasury to 
issue in lieu of an equal amount of 4 per cent 
ponds authorized by the act of July 14, 1870, a 
sum not exceeding $100, 000,000 of United States 
coupon bonds in denominations of $25, $50, and 
$100, in equal sams, cach denomination redeema- 
bie in coin of the present standard value after sixty 
years from the date of their issue, and bearing in- 
terest payable semi-annually in such coin at the 
rate of 3.65-100 per cent per annum. These bonds 
are to be exempt from all tion. The remain- 
der of the bill is as follows: ‘* The Secretary of 
the Treasury shall keep said bonds for sale at the 
different Sub-Treasuries of the United States, and 
shall dispose of the same at par and accrued inter- 
est for coin or for United States legal-tender notes 
at the rate at which they may tben stand in the 
market, and such legal-tender notes shail be reis- 
sued, but their proceeds and the com received for 
such bonds shali be applied to the redemption of 
outstanding 5-20 bonds of the United States. 

The general end sought by the billis of 
course unobjectionable, but we are at a loss 
to understand why there areso many re- 
strictions which are wholly unnecessary. The 
bill proposes a bond having sixty years to 
run, bearing 3.65 per cent, in sums of $25, 
$50, and 8100, the whole amount not to ex- 
ceed 8100, 000, 000; the bonds to be payable, 
principal and interest, in coin, and to be ex- 
changed at parin coin, or for legal-tender 
notes at their coin value, the proceeds of the 
bonds to be applied to the redemption of the 
bonds. 

In the first place, why restrict the bonds 
to the small denominations of $25, $50, and 
$100? Why not issue them to whoever may 
apply for sums of $500, or even $1,000? So 
long as the small denominations are offered 
to the public, there can certainly be 
no objection to the issue of bonds 

of the larger denominations. A very 
large portion of the deposits in the savings 
banks are in sums of $500 and upwards. If 
the reduction of interest be an object, then 
that purpose will be accomflished as well by 
the issue of $500 bond as by the issue of five 
bonds of $100 each. Another dbjectionable 
feature of the bill 1s that the whole amount 
is limited to $100,000,000. Why should the 
loan be limited to any such amount? The 
deposits in the savings banks aggregate be- 
tween $1,000,000,000 and $1,200,000,000, 
one-half of which perhaps would probably 
take the national 3.65 per cent bond, with 
absolute security in preference even to a 
higher rate of. interest with the ordinary re- 
sponsibility of private corporations. There 
are about $500,000.000 of 6 per cent bonds 
and about ahe same amount of 5 per cent 
bonds outstanding, and there can be no ra- 
tional explanation given’ why there should 
be any limit to the exchange of 3.65 per 
cent bonds for the bonds bearing higher 
rates of interest. So long as any person has 
$25 or $100 which he is willing to give to the 
Government in exchange for a bond bearing 
3.65 per cent interest, why should he not be 
permitted todo so? Why should the privi- 
lege of investing savings in such a bond be 
limited to those who may pay in $100,000,- 
000 this year? Why not be open to the 
savings of next year, and so long as the Gov- 
ernment has a 5-20 bond outstanding? To 
limit the issue of such bonds is to furnish a 
new item for Wall street speculation. The 
bonds should always be at par. Should they 
fall below par in the market, then applications 


should rise above par, then investors

The object 
should be not only to afford a safe means of 
investment, but to have as large a body of 
the people possible directly interested in 
maintaining the public credit. Every 
man having $25 should be encour- 
aged to become a bondholder, not 
only as an incentive to an increase of his 
savings, but to make him directly interested 
in maintaining the National Government and 
promoting its credit. The national savings

Mr. Tom Scorr and his partners in the 
Texas-Pacific Company are placed in an em- 
barrassing situation by the California capital- 
ists who have offered to relieve them and 
the Government of their undertaking. It is 
one thing to prove that a Southern Pacific 
Road is needed, and another thing to show 
that it cannot be built without Government 
aid in money. Tax Tumor has always 
maintained that when the country was ready 
for the road private capital would build it; 
and, as a matter of fact, the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Company has offered to push 
their road through to Fort Worth with- 
out taking one dollar from the Nation 
Treasury, or demanding the pledge of the 
national credit to the payment of railroad 
bonds. This is an ugly fact for the pro- 
moters of the Texas-Pacific subsidy scheme, 
which they cannot get over, under, or 
around. Shuffle, and squirm, and prevaricate 
as they please, they cannot advance a solid 
reason why the Government should aid one 
company with money to build a road which 
another company is willing to build for 
nothing but the land-grants already conceded. 
These land-grants, indeed, may well constitute 
a sufficient motive for any company to un- 
dertake the construction of the road. The 
Texas & Pacific Road has absorbed three 
companies, each of which had large posses- 
sions in lands obtained-from the General Gov- 
ernment. The subsidy of the present Com- 
pany in land is estimated to be 27,520,000 
acres, an area larger than the State of Ohio. 
Besides this, the State of Texas grants to 
the Company 10,200 acres of land for every 
mile of road built and equipped; under this 
act the Company has obtained possession of 
about 4,000,000 acres of the best land be- 
longing to the State. The land still uncon- 
firmed to the Texas Pacific Company ‘seems 
to the projectors of the Southern California 
scheme valuable enough to induce the build- 
ing of the road without money aid. Yet 
Tom Scorr & Co. assert that they cannot 
possibly go on with the work unless their 
bonds are guaranteed by the General Gov- 
ernment to the amount of $35,000 per mile. 
Although the merits of the case are so 
plain that serious argument is impossible, 
we find some of the Southern papers bolster- 
ing up Tom Scorr’s plan for getting into the 
National Treasury.

GAINING GROUND. 
ACTIVE WORK AT PLEVNa. 

London, Oct. 26.—A Russian official dispatch 
dated Tutchenitza, before Plevna, Oct. 25, says: 
Yesterday, after a desperate engagement of teu 
hours’ duration, Gen. Gourko’s detachment, co- 
operating with a portion of the Imperial Guard, 
captured a strong Turkish position between 
Garnji-Dubnik and Teliche. Gen. Gourko then 
stationed himself on the Sofia road, strengthen- 
ing bis position with new fortifications. 
This engagement also resulted in the capture of 
Achmet Ewsi Pasha, together with his Chief of 
Staff, and many other Turkish officers, about 
8,000 foot soldiers, and an entire regime nt of 
cavalry. Four cannon and a quantity of rifles 
and ammunition were also captured. Our loss 
is not known, but must have been considerable. 

SULEIMAN PASHA 

telegraphs under date of Oct. 25 as follows: 
To-day twelve Russian battalions with cavairy 
and artillery attacked the works of Rustchuk. 
The Turks make a sortie and forced the Rus- 
sians to retire into their intrenchments at Pyr- 
gos, with a loss of 450 killed and wounded. 
Four Russian divisions attacked the Turkish line 
on the Lom, from Jovanciftlik, near 
Kosovo, on the right, to Solenik on the left. 
They were repulsed with a loss of 800 killed 
and some prisoucrs. The Turkish loss is 164 
killed and sixty wounded. 

In regard to Gen. Gourko’s victory, Chevket 
Pasha’s official dispatch from Orchanie claims 
that the attack on Tcliche was repulsed, but 
admits that the Russian cavalry has posted 
itself at Dubnik and destroyed the telegraph 
lines.

Louis Bonaparte, he 
said, was coudemued to retain by tyranny the 
power he had seized by murder and rapine, and 
wulle professiug to acknoledge modern ides, 
while boasting of being a parveua on his marriage 
with a Spaniard, not at all a Princess, he 
stvled ‘himself the eldest son of the Church, 
gaveup the Pantheon to the priests, surren- 
dered education to the Jesuits, aud degraded 
the University by abolishing the principal chairs 
of philosophy. The Empire, in short, did its 


Blanc thensketched the I uperial policy towards 
the Pope. tracing it to Cicrical pressure, and 
showing tnat Ciericulism was never an ally, but 
always either an enemy or a master. He com- 
mented strongly on Mentana, dwelt on M. Rou- 
her’s pledge that Italy should never occupy 
Rome, and cited Prince Napoleon's disclosure, 
that Italy would have joivea France in 1870 had 
the latter agreed to abandon the Temporal 
Power. To the Clericals, therefore, as well as 
to the Empire, was due the loss of Alsace and 
Lorraine. 


CUBA. 
SPANISH REPORTS THAT THE REPUBLIC is NEAR- 
LY AT AN END. 
Noo York Times. Oct. 24. 

The members of the Spanish Legation in this 
city yesterday received an official telegram 
from Havana, contaiuing information to the 
effect that the Holquin Brigade of the Govern- 
ment forces, commanded by Col. Mozoviejo, had 
captured Don Tomas Estrada; the President of 
the so-called Cuban Repubiic, the Secretary of 
the Cuban Chamber of Representatives, and 
several othcr leaders of the Cuban iusurrection. 
According to the dispatch, news of the capture 
was first received by Captain-General Jovellar 
from Martinez Capos, General-in-Chief of the 
Army of Cuba, who presented a dispatch from 
Gen. Morales de los Rios. The details of the 
capture have not been received by the 
Legation in this city, but it is re 
garded as the most important made 
during the prolonged effurt of the Government 


to subdue the insurrection, and one which will 
undoubtedly be the immediate precursor of the 
collapse of the insurrection itself. The Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Representatives and 
the Secretary of War of the so-called Republic 
were captured about two weeks ago, and many 
officers of the Insurrectionist army have since 
surrendered themselves, leaving the ranks of 
the ſusurgents reduced to a few thousand men. 
who are too weak to offer any further formid- 
able resistance. The Cuban Government has 
also recently published a decree giving 
unconditional freedum to all who 
shall surrender, and it is antici- 
pated that this will have the effect of greatly 
lessenfng the duration of any effort the insur- 

ents might make to oppose the Government. 

on Estrada has been one of the military lead- 
ers among the Republicans since the beginning 
of the insurrection, and has occupied the posi- 
tion of President of the Republicfor about 
eight months, having succeeded Gen. Spoturno, 
deposed. The Secreiary of the Spanish ion 
said last evening that it was probable that both 
the prisoners would be released, like the other 
insurgents, the Government being disposed to 
deal leniently with all who took part in the up- 
rising. 

The Captain-General of Cuba, Jovellar, has 
telegraphed thefollowing dispatch to the Spanish 
Minister in this city: 

Havana, Oct. 23.—The Havana official Gazette 
to-day publishes a royal decree, dated the 20th 
inst., authorizing the Minister of the Colonies to 
grant certain indulgences for penalties imposed by 
civil tribunals and court-martiale on those guilty 
of treason and rebellion. Property contisecated to 
the State on account of such treason will be re- 
stored on an appeal in due form to the Govern- 
ment, if the recusants submit within the term of 
four months. The returned property will not be 
permitted to be sold or mortgaged until two years 
after the entire pacification of the island. The 
products of said property until its return are to be 
applied to the war funds, ant no reclamation wil! 
be all wed for indemuiticatioa for total ur partial 
destruction. 0

INDIA. 
THE FAMINE, AND THE WORK OF RELIEF. 
Boston Journal. 

The Kev. Lorin 8. Gates, a graduate of Will- 
iams College in the class of 1871, and engaged 
as a missionary of the American Board at 
Sholapoor, India, writes in a private letter to a 
friend, under date of Sept. 6, some interesting 
particulars of the awful visitation of famine 
and the work of relief. He says: 

We are in the midst of the famine-stricken dis- 
trict. and are realizing, as we never could ejse- 
where, what a famine is. All last yearwe bad no 
rain to speak of overa large part of India. The 
crops failed almost entirely in this region, aad in 
the country south of us. The people never think 
of laying up a cent for ‘‘arainy day” (a dry 
day), and when the crops do not come in time they 
are compelled to leave their fields and seek 
food—they know not where. Grain i 
now about six times its usual value, ana 
thie for a poor people is bad; but this is not so bad 
asthe fact that nobody can get work, and hence 
there are no wages. In this extremity che Gov- 
erument has opened relief worxs,”’ building 
roads, tanks. artificial lakes, railroads, etc., in 
order to keep the people at work. Yet, witn all 
this, there are hundreds dying every day of star- 
vation, and will for some months to come—say till 
sbout January. Then the principal crop of the 
year will de ripe, and the people will have food, 
provided the rain does not all. 

There are now people here from nearly every 
village within forty miles. Water has been pien- 
ty, owing to the wisdom of an engineer in build- 
ing a large artificial lake. Thousands of these 
people are fed daily here, and yet it is impossibic 
to reach all of the starving ones. We feed from 
300 to 400 persons in our yard every day. 
Many of these are children, unable to 
work. Parents have turned off their cnildren 
to care for themselves. Husbands have 
(among the poor) almost invariably turned 
away their wives, and mothers are trying to sell and 
give away their children. Almost every day chil- 
dren are brought here for us to take. One woman 
came with a child about 4 dave old, and said that if 
we did not take the child she would kill it. We 
took mother and child and cared for them as best 
we could, but the mother dnally killed the child by 
refusing to give it milk, although she had plenty of 
it in her breast. She had become almost insane 
with the thought of supporting tke child in such a 
time as this. A few days ago a little girl, about 
years old, was found lying on our verandah. W 
asked her where she came from, and ene said he 
mother brought her in sight of the house and told 
her to come nere and she would find a mother; and 
she has. This shows how the people are suffering, 
for a mother parts with her child only as a last re- 
sort. Many persons have come here with their chil- 
dren and asked us to keep them for a few werks, 
while they went to the relief works, and it is en- 
couraging to see how the people trust us now. 
. . .. We find about 500 persons in our vard ev- 
ery morning. Wo select the most needy and set 
them one side, for there are many whotry to im- 

se on us, and who have means of support. We 

il rice, about two bushels a day, and give with 
bread to the needy ones. The Government au- 
thorities give us 100 native loaves of bread a day. 
These we cut into thfee pieces each and give each 
child a piece, which serves as a plate on which to 
put the rice. The loaves are about as large in di- 
ameter as a dinner- plate and a little thicker. Many 
children are so wasted away with bunger that they 
are actually living skeletons. Many wereso far 
gone when they came that they wilimever recover.

A LOVER’S DESPERATION.

HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 22.—The shooting af- 
fair on Saturday evening at York, about thirty 
miles south of this city, by which six persons 
were injured, was the result of a drunken de- 
bauch, complicated with emotions allied to jeal- 
ousy, awakened in the breast of Frauk Frey, 
who had formed an attachment for Olie Gra- 
ble, a young woman emploved at the National 
Hotel laundry. Frey, who is ony 18 years old, 
formed the acquaintance of Miss Grabie about 
three weeks ago, and immediately won her af- 
fections. A week after he complained to a 
friend that the woman was keeping other com- 
pany, aud that he was jealous in consequence. 
On Sunday, Oct. 14, he called ‘on her while in- 
toxicated, aud she upbraided him for his inebri- 
ety, and said that if he did not abandon the cup 
she would discard him. 

He replied that if she carried out her inten- 
tions be would prepare a bullet for her and 
himself. He then flourished a razor and knife 
which he said he carried ‘for a certain person 
who has talked about you.“ and continuing he re- 
marked, **I would wade through biood for you; 
but if you refuse to keep 8 company 1 will 
end your days, and then will kill myself, and we 
will die tovether.” Before his departure the 
woman forgave him for his conduct, and they 
separated ou good terms. The same night he 
signed the temperance pledge, and last week he 
called on Miss Grable every night with onc ex- 
ception. 

On Saturday evening he addressed her pleas- 
anily, after which he offered a ring he had just 
purchased. She declined to accept it, which 
appeared to offend him. She finally took the 
‘Ting, and, while placing it on the foretinger of 
her left hand, Frey placed the muzzie of a 
seven-shooter against her breast, and, without 
another word, fired. 

Although the woman supposed she had been 
dangerously wounded, the ball had simpiy pen- 
etrated her clothing and grazed the skin. t 
night it was§ d.scovered in her undergar- 
ments. He then discharged a bullet into the 
breast of Mrs. Bella Reilly, emploved in the 
laundry, who was standing about ten feet from 
him. The lady ran a short distance and fell 
down from shere fright, exclaiming, Tu 
shot!“ The desperado then went outside, aud. 
meeting Joseph Neely, a stranger, he again 
raised fhe pistol and discharged it into the 
man’s left breast, the bali lodging between the 
skin and the upper rib. He next shot is the 
breast Thomas Craig, a colored porter, who was 
carrying a ladder. He received the 
most dangerous wound of all those 
who had been injured. Frey next put 
a ball into Joseph Erney’s chest, after 
which he entered a cigar-store, and discharged 
the revolver again, without killing any one, 
however. lle was soon alter disarmed by a mau. 
in doing which the last ball in the pistol was 
discharged into Frey’s hand. 

The latter then remarked that he had accom- 
erp his work and was prepared to surrendcr. 

‘nile speaking, Joseph Erney, one of tbe in- 
jured men. knocked him down with a stone, and 
had it not been for the interposition of the 
police, Frey would probably have been killed. 

It is not believe 
prove fatal,owimg to the fact that the slugs 
were too small for the chambers of the revolver 
with which the firing was done. Had they been 
of the requisite size, at least four of the persous 
hit would have been killed. 

Frey. wao is under arrest, attributes his 
crime to the free use of liquor on the day of the 
sheoting.

How Ten Broeck Was Beaten and 
the Kentuckians Bitten. 


The Great Horse Sadly “ Off’’---Ru- 
mors of Foul Play. 


Yesterday’s Races at Baltimore, in En- 
gland, and Elsewhere, 


TEN BROECK’S DEFEAT. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Bautimore, Md., Oct. 24.—There is joy in the 
Orient to-night, but the men of the West and 
South sup sorrow with a spoon. Though their 
hearts are heavy their wallets are light, for 
their shekels jingle in the pockets of the wise 
men of the East. Ten Broeck, the great,—Ten 
Broeck, who was to have electrified the whole 
turf-world,—has been disgracefully beaten by a 
horse that was hardly taken account of before 


the race. 

And thereby hangs a tale that I will unfold 
further along. A prettier day for racing could 
not have been obtained had one been made to 
order for the parpose. By 9 o’clock the exodus 
for Pimlico began, and an hour later the streets 
leading to the Druid Hill Park, which is right 
on the way to the course, were alive with vehi- 
cles of every description, from the showy tan- 
dem and four-in-hand teams and stylish private 
carriages down to barouches, buggies, express 
wagons, furniture carts, and even drays, for at 
leaet a dozen of the latter were pressed into 
service by the more democratic of the crowd, 
who wished to visit the course on the cheap. At 
noon there were fully 10,000 people on the 
course. And the crowd kept swelling every 
moment. A special train furnished by 
Col. Tom Scott brought a large num- 
ber of distinguished visitors from 
Washiugton, prominent among whom were 
Senators Bavard,Cameron, McDonald, Thurman, 
Johnson, Kavsom, Beck, and Bruce, and Con- 
gressmen Harris, Blackburn, Clarke, Hale, and 
ex-Sena*or Lewis, and would-be-Senator Pinch- 
vack, of Louisiana. Lesser lights were there by 
the score, but one might as well try to count 
the sands of the seashore as to get a list of one- 
tenth of them At 1 o’clock, the bour set for 
the beginning of the day’s sport, there were 
FOURTEEN THOUSAND PERSONS IN ATTENDANCE, 
filling each inch of the stands ana crowding the 
grounds so that it was only with difficulty that 
a person could move about in search of informa- 
tion. The view from the grand stand at this 
momement was one of sur ing deur, 
and vividly called to the minds of those who 
have traveled in England Derby Day. Fully 
one-fourth of those in attendance were 
ladies, and they seemed to take as much 
interest in the big event as did their fathers, 
brothers, husbands, or lovers; and the way they 
bet boxes of gloves on the result cannot but 
make their male relatives wince when they come 
to foot the bills. . «. 

THE EVENT OF THE DAY 

was next on the tapis, and as soon as the 
preceding race was over there was a 
rush of thousands to the pool-stand, all 
eager to bet or to see how the betting was 
going. in fact, during the sales of the pools 
on the other races, some impatient ones had 
the pool-seller auction of a number of pools on 
the big event. The betting was very spirited, 
and the pool-seller did not have to dwell lon 

over the bide. In a few moments Ten Broec 

sold for $1,200 to $400 on Tom Ochiltree, and 
$355 on Parole. Pierce Lorillard backed his 
horse heavily, and bought Parole in every pool 
that was sold on the track but two. But, of 
course, he bought through athird party. Nowords 
can convey an idea ot the feverish excitement 
that prevailed through the crowd. All seemed 
to feel that Ten Broeck was sure to win beyond 
a peradventure, and yet by far the largest num- 
ber wanted to double their belief, “I do wish 
Ten Broeck would fail down, or some- 
thing.“ said a fair lady behind me, “for 
I would so hate to see him beat our Eastern 
horses.

The’ excitement Was now ter- 
rific. Men pushed and jostied as if mad, 
while ladies stood up ou their seats and craned 
their necks like ewans in their eagerness to see 
every jump of the gallant coursers. On they 
came, Ten Broeck still in the lead at the first 
quarter; and as they thundered down the quar- 
ter-stretch and passed the Grana Stand it was 
seen that Ten Broeck was scouring and purging 
as if afflicted with diarrhea. ‘“‘By Jove!’

REMARKABLE EPISODE. 


The Performance of a Wild Steer in the 
Thoroughfares of the Metropolis.

New York, Oct. 25.—A wild steer created a 
remarkable sensation this morning, and ran a 
remarkable race of some three miles through 
the busy thoroughfares before he could be kill- 
ed. The beast escaped from a slaughter-house 
at Forty-fourth street and First avenue, and 
ran up that street to Third 4venuc, pursued by 
alarge crowd of men and boys. At Third ave- 
nue he was headed off by a passing car 
and turned up the avenue. At the corner 
of Forty-sixth street he atjacked an old man, 
knocking him down and @itting his head se- 
verely by the fall on the curbstone. The steer 
continued his race to Lexington avenue and 
turned down that thoroughfare, followed by a 
howling crowd of pursuers. At Forty-second 
street he was again headed off, and, turning 
up Forty-second street, made a dash for a crowd 
of people gathered in trunt of the Grand Ceu- 
tral depot. The crowd scattered, but Richard 
Flynn was caught and thrown imto the air, re- 
ceiving 2 severe scalp wound. A lady 
next was overtaken, knocked down, and 
trampled upon. She received 4 severe 
lacerated wound of the forehead, and was badly 
bruised on the body. The animal, alter his ex- 
ploit at the depot, ran across to Broadway and 
down to Thirty-stxth street, where he encoun- 
tered Mrs. Agues Bradley, aged 75, and repeated 
the trampling process, seriously injuring the 
old lady, who was taken to Believuc.

FINANCIAL. 


The supply ef negotiable paper is light. The 
banks report a considerable surplus of loanable 
funds. Discount lines are no better than station- 
ary. The country banks continue to forward paper 
for rediscount. Collections are dificult, bu: this 
fact does not add very much to the applications for 
bank accommodation. Rates of discount were 8@ 
10 per cent at the banks to regular customers, and 
on the street first-class call loans were negotiable 
at 6 per cent, and anexceptionable time paper at 
728 per cent. The orders from the country for 
currency were only moderate, and the reccipts are 
increasing. New York exchange was firm, and 
was quoted at par@25c per $1,000 premium. The 
clearings were $3, 300, 000. 

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION IN NEW YORK.

These 
privileges thus often infinence the market materi- 
ally, though the rules of the Board of Trade do 
not recognize them, and the laws of the State do 
recognize them as offenses against the peace and 
dignity of the people of Illinois.

VALENTINE SCRIP. 
DEARBORN PARK AND THE LAKE FRONTS. 
In the year 1872 Thomas B. Valentine suc- 
ceeded in getting Congress to issue to him what 
is known as the Valentine scrip,—a floating 
scrip of several thousands of acres upon any un- 
occupied Government lands. Valentine parceled 
out his scrip, and sold it to various persons, a large

ing claimed that the mouth thereof then ran 
down to near Twelfth street and the park, and 
the railroad right ot way now actually occupy the 
site of an ancient sand-bar which formed the east - 
ern boundary of the river asitthenran. They 
claim that the sand-var was properly surveyed and 
is subject to location underthescrip. The claim 
is considered absurd, inasmuch as the only sur- 
veys of the Government ever recognized show 
no such sand-dar, and do sbow that 
Sec. 15 extended to the shore of Lake 
Michigan, and any accretions wou!d of course con- 
tinue to be part of the section. The claim is based 
whollv upon an attempted survey made by Talcott, 
in 1836, showing this sand-bar. This survey was 
rejected by the Government. The eand-bar itself 
entirely disappeared in 1838, or earlier. 
THE CLAIM ON SEC. 10, 

covering Dearborn Park, was on the technical 
ground that Burchard, the agent of the Sccretary 
of War, who was authorized to sell the military 
reservation known as Fort Dearborn Addition 
to Chicago,” instead of selling this land dedicated 
it to the public as a park, and thus exceeded his 
authority. it would be about as sensibie to claim 
that he had no right to dedicate the streets and al- 
leys of the subdivision which he bad made. He 
gave forty feet on the east of State street, from the 
river to Madison street, and strips for widening 
other streets, and it would appear as just that some 
enterprising owner of Valentine scrip should also 
put in a claim for that — 1 

The claimantt—if successful in the prosecution 
of their suit, and they will leave undone nothing 
to substantiate their claim—will not only deprive 
the Lllinois Central Railroad of the lands upon 
which its depots, freight-houses, and elevators 
stand, but will take from the City of Chicago that 
piece of property knowns the Lake Front, and 
the square known as Dearborn Park.

FRENCH CLAIMS FOR OFFICE. 

Curppewa, Wis., Oct. 11.—To the Aitor of 
the Cowrrier de U Jilinois: One will say the Ohio 
elections are a rebuke to the Administration;

SITTING BULL. 

New York, Oct. 25.—The Wordd’s Fort Walsh 
special, dated Oct. 20, says:: To-morrow night 
Sitting Bull’s force sets out for their old camp 
on Wood Mountain, but it is probable that a 
settlement will be found them on Souris River 
in the Dirt Huls region, The Canadian Indians, 
who hung around the fort during the confer- 
ence, cre delighted with the way Sitting Bull 
talked back at the Commissioners, and express 
great confidence in him. He told me an bour 
ago that he would live quietly on Canadian 
soil, and would, on po consideration, violate 
Canadian neutrality, but before he died he

“Col. McLeod and Maj. Walsh will hold a con- 
ference with Sitting Bull and his head men on 
the 26th to consider future relations.

CANADA'S TERRITORIAL ACQUISITIONS.

Orrawa, Oct. 25.—Since 1871 Canada has had 
ceded to her by treaty with the Indians in the 
Northwest territory land representing the enor- 
mous amount of 457,600 square miles. By 
Treaty No. 1, effected August, 1871, Canada 
came into possession of the Province of Mani- 
toba, 185,000 square miles. Treaty No. 2, aiso 
effected August, 1871, adjoining and northwest 
of Manitoba, 32,000 square miles. Treaty No, 
3. effected October, 1873, east of Manitoba and 
extending to the limits of Ontario, 49,700 square 
miles. Treaty No. 4, effected September, 1874. 
west of Treaty No. 2,south of the Saskatchewan 
and extending frons Lake Winnepegosis south- 
west to the Cypress Hills, 75,700 square miles. 
Treaty No. 5, effected September, 1875, em- 
bracing territory generally surrounding Lake 
Winnepeg, 102,000 square miles. Treaty No. 6, 
effected 1876, territory traversed by the main 
Saskatchewan. extending from Treaty No. 5 to 
the Rocky Mountai 120,000 square miles. 
Treaty No. 7, effected last month. embracing 
the country between the Cypress Hills and the 
Rocky Mountains, and extending northeriy 
from the intervational boundary to the south- 
erly boundary of Treaty No. 6, 52,000 square 
miles.

VALUABLE INVENTION. 


A Compass Which Is Insensible to Local 
Magnetism. 


Wimingion Del.) Commercial. 

Mr. Stephen Longfellow, of Cambridge. Mass., 
now of St. Louis, a nephew of Henry Longfellow, 
the poet, has recently invented aship’s compass, 
designed to overcome variations of the needle 


due to local causes, such as the use of jron in 
construction or tbe carrying of large mass&ts of 
ironas cargo. Mr. Longfcllow was in the mer- 
chant service and in the navy for many years, 
and this compass is the result of long study of 
the subject. The bowl of the compass is sur- 
rounded by four magnets in the form of seg- 
ments, each ent one-sixth of the circle. 
They are inswated by means of porcelaiuv or 
glass knobs so completely that a six-pound mag- 
net placed within a very short distance fails to 
affect them. These magnetic ents are put 
in slides around the upper part of the bow! of 
the compass, and being attached to jointed arms 
they can be readily adjusted to the plane of the 
chord in a broken circle, or — together on 
one side of the compass. Their ordinary posi- 
tion isin the plane of the chord, extending 
around the upper rim of the bowl, and distant 
therefrom only about one-fourth of an inch. 
They 12 y effect the same purpose thus 
placed as Prof. Airy designed to effect when he 
recommended the use of magnets placed near 
the compass and so arranged as to neutralize 
the influence of all other local attractions; but 
the inventor claims that these segmental mag- 
nets are much more efficient than any arrange- 
ment of magnets on the sbip’s deck, or of a 
complete circle of magnets dcsigned to neutral- 
ize other local attractions. One of Mr. Long- 
fellow’s compasses has been made for him by an 
optician of this city, and the needle shows prac- 
tically no deviation when masses of iron are 
brought near it, although the same masses of 
iron cause a marked deviation in an ordina 
compass. Magnets were also used in an expe 
ment on the effects of local attraction with the 
same result, a six-pound magnet within a few 
inches of the Longfellow compass failing to de- 
flect the needle. The segmental magnets may 
be grouped together to counterbalance any ex- 
traordinary attracgon proying sufficiently great 
to affect the compass when the magnets are in 
their normal position, but thejnventor does not 
anticipate that there will be any necessity for 
calculations of deviations from local causes when 
his compass is used, nor for changing the posi- 
tion of the magnets as arranged in correspond- 
ing Positions around the rim of the bowl. The 
compass has many minor improvements in form 
and details over the ordinary ship’s compass. 
The bowl is not a true hemisphere, but is shaped 
like an oblong acorn-cup and has a hollow ball 
on the bottom, which may be weighted with shot. 
The spindle on which the needle rests, instead 
of being fastened in lead at the bottom of the 
bowl, is screwed up through the bottom with 
long bearings, so that it may besurely maintain- 
ed in its vertical position. The inclosing shell 
which is designed to protect the campass from 
storms andthe lamps for night observations 
are also of new forms, but the chief feature of 
the new compass is the use of segmental in- 
sulated magnets for equalizing or neutralizing 
local attraction. If in practical trials it should 
do what its inventor claims for it, one great 
source of marine disasters will be removed,— 
the errors arising from unknown variations of 
the compass due to local attraction.

Pants, Oct. 4.—Mr. Gladstone. speaking at 
Nottingham the other day on French topics, 
aptly described this nation as astonishing. The 
word might be taken literally. Not a day pass- 
es without some deed or utterance of French- 
men giving the world ample reason for aston- 
ishment. I am not speaking of our rulers just 
now, we'll come to them by-and-by, but of Vic- 
tor Hugo, the most astonishing literary genius 
living. At an age when most men are, if 
so long, in the sere and yellow leaf, his in- 
tellectual vigor is intact as ever. It was but 
the other day all Paris marveled at the produc 
tion of a new volume of the Legend of the 
Ages,” while it feted the completion 
of the veteran poet's 75th year; 
and already another work from Victor Hugo’s 


inexhaustible pen is engrossing the admiring 
attention of every one with the least pretension 
to literary or political culture. This time we 
have to do with a historical narrative, The 
History of a Crime: The Testimony of an Eye- 
Witness,” as the title-page eloquently calls it. 
The crime is tbat of the 24 of December,—the 
day made memorable and fatal in the annals of 
France by the Third Napoleon. Of the events 
which prepared the way for and attended the 
overthrow of the Second Republic, most people 
have but an imperfect and confused idea, or 
had till now. If, after the of this 
work, they remain unenlightened, it will be 
their own fault. The first part only of The 
History of Crime” has yet beenissued. We 
are promised the second and last volume on the 
2d of December. 

Apart from the historical value of the work 
(which is, of course, immense, for it was writ- 
ten, as the title indicates, amid the shameful 
and terrible scenes it describes),

would alone make it famous. A feature which 
will not fail to strike one in reading it is the un- 
uzual simplicity of its style. No need to rack 
the brain in order to understand. This is a 
plain, unvarnished tale,“ told with the natural 
force of genius. Victor Hugo says what he has 
to say, and no more; nor does the narrative 
lose anvof its absorbing interest for being 
unembellished by needless appeals ad captandum 
vu! Amongst many fine passages are those 
wk describe the death of the brave Deputy 
Baudin, shot at the defense of tne Barri- 
cade St. Antoine, in 1851, whose last 
words to the mocking troops opposing him have 
before now served as a war-cry of the Liberals: 
“Vous allez voir comment on meurt pour 
vingt-cing francs!” Tou shall see how we 
die lor twenty-five francs!’ More than a quar- 
ter of a century has passed since then, but Bau- 
din’s spirit lives stil, or M. Germain Casse, the 
ex-Deputy ofa Paris arrondissement, was an 
idle boaster when he declared, two days ago, at 
av electoral meeting, that he was prepared, if 
necessary, to resist to the bitter end, aud, like 
Baudin, to sacrifice his life for the good of Lib- 
erty. )
